TueE long-pending conflict between Jona fide 
and fictitious prices has suddenly been dealt 
with in quarters least expected and ina deter- 
mined manner that deserves success. It is a 
curious fact that, while the question of square 
prices has, on the part of the bookseller, been 
agitated during a number of years in England 
and Germany, as wellas in this country, without 
ever resulting in any perceptible co-operation 
on the part of the publishers, it should have 
been reserved fora small section of the American 
book trade—the Catholic publishers—to take 
the initiative step. 





This important news has 
come to us, almost simultaneously, from two of 
the leading spirits in the movement, and as an 
indication of their conviction, it is worth quoting 
the direct language used by both in referring to 
the action and its cause. ‘‘ The Catholic book 
trade has at last got a little bit of sense into its 
head, and has agreed to make a reduction in 
the retail prices of its books, as well as in its 
discounts. The Catholic publishers of the 
United States have been very much demoral- 
ized during the last ten years, many of the old- 
est houses having failed, and the anxiety of all 
of them to entice purchasers by any means has 
resulted in some cases in giving — per cent off 
to clergymen and others! This could end in 
nothing but ruin, and ruin indeed it was to 
many ofthem. After losing thousands of dol- 
lars in selling at such discounts, they have now 
formed a syndicate with a determination to put 
4 stop to this suicidal mode of doing business.” 
So runs the report of the one, and that of the 
other is of the same tenor: ‘‘ The Catholic 
publishers have just determined on a 
scale of prices and discounts for the future, 
to go into effect August 1o, 1882. The Cath- 
olic trade, like all the other branches of 
the book trade, has been very much demoral- 
ized, owing to the lack of a fixed rate of discount, 
the discounts, in fact, having been rather at the 
mercy of the buyer, than under the control of 
the seller, Last fall, one house took, onits own 
account, the initiative step in reducing its re- 
tail prices and establishing fixed discounts. 
This may have been but a straw, but the fact 





THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, some years ago, 
held that it was within the power of five or six 
leading houses to stem the tide of demoraliza- 
tion, and to recover for the book trade what it 
has been losing rapidly—its honorable position 
as a commercial and educational element in the 
community. And it still holds that even one 
strong publishing-house could, by sheer force 
of example, do more good in the right direc- 
tion to-day than can the scattered hundreds 
of disheartened booksellers, who from time 
to time put their worried heads together, giv- 
ing vent totheir injured feelings in talk and 
resolutions. And we venture to predict that in 
such case virtue indeed would find its reward. 
It needs no “syndicate,’’ no “combination” 
to carry out a straightforward policy which is 
simply true to the interests of one’s profes- 
sion without being untrue to the public. It 
is no ‘‘combination” to publish books at 
prices which can be trusted ; it is no “ combi- 
nation” to make such retail prices as allow a 
living profit to those who earn it by their call- 
ing ; it is no ‘‘ combination” to deny the privi- 
lege of discount to one who abuses it to the det- 
riment of that calling ; it is no ‘*‘ combination” to 
abolish a system of inflated prices, calculated 
to inveigle weak-minded women with imagi- 
nary deductions and bargains ; it is no ‘‘ com- 
bination ’’ to decline being a party to the bait- 
ing game practised at the bazaars; it is no 
‘*combination”’ to decline giving the latter a 
free advertising in the bargain, for it is the very 
advertisement of the publisher which forms the 
freshest bait ; itis no ‘‘ combination” to refrain 
from discrediting one’s legitimate agents by un- 
derselling them over their heads ; itis no ‘‘ com- 
bination ’”’ to protest against being discredited 
one’s self by having one’s own prices given the 
lie; it is no ‘‘ combination” to put a stop to per- 
nicious practices that have dragged down the 
book trade to the level of Chatham Street ; it is, in 
brief, no ‘‘ combination ” to adhere to principles 
which alone can restore the confidence of the 
trade and the public. 


AND now let us for once have our say on this 
much perverted word ‘‘ combination,” ever flung 
at us when it is simply the question of fair 
and square dealing ; let us say that this clamor 
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against ‘‘ combination” is nothing but the bald- | 
est “‘ free country” spread-eagle-ism, intended | 
to deceive the people and to excuse or cover up | 
crooked business. If acommon adherence to | 
strict business principles is “ combination,” 
then, on the same theory, the common practice | 
invariably resorted to by ignorance or reckless- | 
ness is “‘ combination,” but combination as cor- | 
rupt and disreputable as the former is sound 
and honorable. For, mark, the ‘‘ liberal art” of 
underselling—this lowest and cheapest trick of 
the trade—is as easy as sucking honey; it | 
needs no professional training, no tried busi- 


ing, no respect for the usages of the trade, no 
regard for the rights of others, no conscience, 
no pride, no principle—no, nothing of this sort. 
On the contrary, for the possession of any one 
positive quality would disqualify for successful 
underselling. The art of underselling, in short, 
is the art of living on the industry of others. 
It thrives best in large business centres. The 
underseller is the drone of the hive of business. 
But here the comparison stops. The drones 
are killed or driven from the bee-hives. The 
underseller, breaking the ranks of solid busi-

This illustration admits a two-fold application, 
for the new methods of the educational publish- 
ers are indeed those of warfare. Every edu- 
cational publisher has his own army in the field, 
an expensive luxury that makes him, however, 
independent enough to require of the bookseller 
not more than the incidental services rendered by 
the friendly neutral on the road. His main tactics 
are to dislodge the enemy, and for this he needs 
well-trained soldiers who are under his absolute 
control and discipline. This the booksellers 
are not. But the business of the general pub- 
lisher is one essentially of peace and friendly 
interests. Miscellaneous books must be passed 
around individually, and neither the mails nor 
the Cheap Johns can do all the distributing, 
nor replace the services of the book-store in 
the thousand localities. But a thousand com- 
munities can be demoralized, and the services 
of a thousand book-stores be paralyzed by a 
handful of undersellers at the centres. One 
mischievous circular can sever the friendly re- 
lations between bookseller and customer which 
had cost years to establish. And this wretched 
business will go on in its destructive work so 
long as the publishers are in dread of the dack- 
ers—those who are known to supply the ba- 
zaars with books and the brains of the trade; 
those who to-day are betraying that very trade

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PROCEEDINGS 
ERN BOOKSELLERS AND STATION- 
ERS’ ASSOCIATION AT THE SESSION 
AT CHICAGO. 


THe association met in the Grand Pacific 
Hotel, Chicago, July 12, 1882. The meeting 
was called to order at 11:30 A.M., Mr. R. H. 
Allen, of Iowa City, in the chair. The minutes 
of the previous meeting were read by the Sec- 
retary, Mr. True S. White, and were duly ap- 

roved, and an adjournment was had until two 
o’clock for the purpose of completing the 
registration of members. At two o'clock the 


association met pursuant to adjournment, and | 


the Secretary reported a total of 83 members. 
Messrs. Shields, Watson, and Snyder were ap- 


pointed a committee to act upon the report of | 


the Secretary and Treasurer. In reference to 
his work for the year the Secretary stated that 


he had,in the absence of any co-operative work | 


by the other officers of the association, endeav- 
ored, as he was able, to form an organization 
and bring members together. 


States of the Northwest, but had only succeed- 
ed in obtaining 83 requests for membership 
where he should have had 1500.

Mr. Sutherland, Janesville, Wis., offered the 
following resolution :

Speaking to his resolution Mr. Sutherland 
stated his belief that the trade sales were detri- 
mental to the best interests of the trade through- 
out the country ; that old and inferior books 
were generally offered for sale, and that the trade 
sales were frequented by a class of purchasers 
who carried the cheap stock thus obtained to 
various sections of the country, and by auction- 
eering them off at low rates worked harm to 
the legitimate dealers, and greatly injured the 
trade. 
derstood, had already withdrawn their trade 
from these sales. The Harpers and Lippin- 
cotts were opposed to them, as were other 


houses of prominence, and he believed that ifthe | 


trade generally would withdraw their patronage 
the result would be beneficial. 

Mr. Maxwell, Chicago, said he presumed 
thatno house in the West had bought more 
books at trade sales than had his house. “In 
fact,” he said, ‘for a number of years that has 
been our business. And we have bought books 
at trade sales for the simple reason that, situa- 
ted as we were, we could not make any money 
out of the book business in any other way ; and 
we made up our mind,as long as the publishers 
would contribute to the trade sales, we would 
take advantage of it and make all we could out 
ofit. I don’t know as it becomes me very well 
to say anything that is detrimental to the trade 
sales, for the simple reason that we have made 
a good deal of money out of these sales, and 
[think that is what the majority of business 
men are working for ; but, at the same time, I 
feel that the trade sales are detrimental to the 
book business for this reason: that the pub- 
lishers contribute these books to the sale and

I think, the way the trade 
sales stand, that the booksellers are not in favor 
of them, and if they would protest in such way 
as would produce the best effect they should 
protest in such way that the publishers would 

| discontinue the contributing of books altogeth-

/er. ButI think this protest should be in pretty 
strong language, and let the publishers under- 
stand you mean business. Now the book- 
sellers have met here in convention for several 
years, but I don’t see any great good that has 
come out of this meeting, and I think every- 
thing has been put in too mild a form, | think 
| if it is put stronger, better results would be ob- 
| tained. 

“ The question is, What is going to be done 
with these books if there is no demand for 
them ? Here is the publisher, who says, We 
have these plates; we have got this stock 
on hand; what are we going to do with 
it? We can put it in the trade sales 
| and we can get something forthem.’ That is 
true where a book sells for a dollar and a half ; 
| but there is no demand for books that sell for 
twenty-five cents, and a publisher might just as 
well burn them up as contribute to the trade 
sales all he gets out of it. 

‘But I find one thing with publishers: they 
don’t seem to think what they get for only one 
thing. They will go to work and make out 2 
book invoice that costs them $5,000. If 
they get returns from the auction of $10,000 
they think they are making money, but their 
better stock always costs them such a price 
that there is no money in it. I have talked 
| with several publishers this last spring. Some 
of them were very indifferent whether they con- 
tributed or whether they did not. Mr. Leavitt 
would come around to them, and they had been 
contributing for years, and they did not care to 
go back of it. Well, there were others that 
would feel it was to their interest to contribute 
to the trade sales. One large publisher said he 
could make more money by contributing to the 
trade sales than in any other way. I don’t think 
that is so, but I do think that if publishers 
would simply offer these books to the trade at 
the same time, perhaps they would go off prin- 
cipally to the trade, especially if they were 
offered at the same price, but I think as long as 
books are published some of them will always go 
at low prices. A man has to do something with 
his books, and he doesn’t like to burn them up, 
and yet he doesn’t like to turn his store into an 
old paper shop.” 

Mr. Nicholson, Richmond, Ind., thought the 
great difficulty was that publishers did not take 
counsel from the retail dealers. They think 
they know very well how to manage their own 
business, and that anything that may be sug- 
gested to them by dealers is rather out of order. 
We can sometimes see other folks better than 
| we can ourselves. There are too many books 
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published—too many copies of books made; 
and where they have these large quantities on 
hand they must sell or unload in some way. If 
they have a book, the retail price of which is 
$2, and the book has merit, and they will 
offer it to the trade over the whole country, they 
will find a large number of them to be taken by 
the trade regularly. Many men will say: 
‘That book is rather slow at $2, but if I can 
get the book for fifty cents, I can press a number 
of themin mytrade. Itisagood book, and I will 
do it.” And in that way, if publishers, when 
they are overstocked and must realize, would 
advertise to the trade, they would meet with a 
ready response. Of course the best way would 
be to reduce the price of the book and put it 
down to $1.15. But the publishers are very 
thin-skinned, or were a few years ago, about 
taking any hints from the retail booksellers. 
They thought they knew best how to manage 
their own business, while we thought we knew 
as much, if not more, than they did. That is 
where we differed. 

Mr. Watson, Aurora, Ill., expressed himself 
as opposed to trade sales, and that he did not, 
now, buy another dollar’s worth at them. For 
his part he did not know whether he could 
really be termed a bookseller or not. He 
had a fine big store, but it wasn’t filled with 
books by any means ; he had made more selling 
wheelbarrows and firecrackers e¢ id genus omne. 
He hadn’t a book in his window. He also 
stated that he had received two letters from 
Mr. Charles A. Shepherd, being upon the sub- 
ject of trade sales, in one of which he stated 
that jobbers had looked for a discount, even 
after a sweeping reduction in the retail price of 
books. 

The chairman, Mr. Allen, said that years ago, 
when the trade sales were generally patronized, 
he had derived a good deal of benefit from 
them, but now the books were bought mostly 
by auctioneers and scattered all over the coun- 
try, and had a tendency to unsettle legitimate 
trade. They give a wrong impression to the 
people generally ; bookbuyers come into your 
store, and if you ask them the regular price for 
a book, they feel that they are paying an enor- 
mous margin, and they wish they had come 
across it while that big auction was in town. 
He was notin favor of dictating to any one, but 
if publishers could be convinced that there was 
more money in a different course, they would 
be more apt to listen than if a plan of coercion 
was attempted. 

On motion of Mr. Watson, the resolution 
was referred to a committee of three, consist- 
ing of Mr. Sutherland, Mr. Nicholson, and 
Mr. Shields, to report at as early an hour as pos- 
sible before the final adjournment of the con- 
vention. 

Upon motion, the Chair appointed Messrs. 
Moseley, McNie, and Crume a committee to 
draft a constitution for the association. 

Mr. Moseley, Madison, Wis., thought it time 
to take the bull by the horns and accomplish 
something. He said: 

“The book trade is in trouble. It is pretty 
sick—so sick, I don’t much care what next hap- 
pens to it, though I have been in it for thirty 
years. The evil my friend Mr. Sutherland has 
called our attention to is a great evil, but there 
are much greater evils we ought to get hold of. 
I hope that some one will suggest a remedy. 
One of the greatest evils is the matter of indi- 
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viduals not in the trade being supplied with 
books at a discount. Now, we should not al. 
low the word ‘discount’ to be used in our 
store. If we could get the trade to forbid the 
use of the word ‘discount,’ I think there 
would be a speedy reformation. I have no res- 
olution to offer, but would like to make a Sug- 
gestion, that as an association we discourage 
and turn our faces against giving discounts to 
any one. At the first convention held to re. 
form the book trade, one gentleman offered 
this resolution: ‘That hereafter no discount 
shall be given to private buyers, but only to 
booksellers.’ In the convention of several hun- 
dred it received but one vote, and that was the 
vote of the gentleman offering it, and he ‘soon 
afterward died (Jaughter). If we wish to retain 
our self-respect we must be men enough to say 
to a customer, ‘ That book is worth a dollar and 
a half,’ and stick to it, no matter whether 
he happens to be a preacher or teacher or a la- 
borer. Why don’t we do it? Because we are 
afraid they will come to Chicago and buy 
cheaper than we can sell them. As my friend 
Mr. Watson remarked, we are not in the book 
business, and so we don’t attach the importance 
to these matters that we should. My friend 
here is selling something else, and making 
money. Another one has made $175 last week 
on a Jersey bull. Now, as I don’t deal in Jer- 
sey bulls, and as wheelbarrows and firecrack- 
ers are not in my line, [ want to make a little 
something out of the book trade before I die; 
and to do this I believe we have got to quit 
telling the public we have got something in our 
store that we ask $1.50 for, when we don’t 
mean to get anything but $1.25. I tried to do 
an honorable business, but I found I could not 
maintain an honorable name in the community 
when I said to one person, you can have it for 
one price, and you can have it for another. | 
may say that during a recent visit East I con- 
versed with six or eight of the largest publish- 
ers in Boston and New York, and they will 
generally listen politely enough to what you 
have to say, and they are glad to know what 
you propose to do (houses like Harper’s and 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), and they said, ‘ What 
do you propose?’ I said, ‘To quit giving dis- 
counts. I want every bookseller to put his 
price on the books he wants to sell, and get it.’ 
If they did that nobody need eke out his in- 
come by the sale of Jersey bulls.” 

The Secretary thought Mr. Moseley’s remarks 
were but a re-echo of a resolution relative to 
discounts offered at the last meeting. He felt 
that the Northwestern Association could en- 
force these resolutions by refusing to buy of any 
publisher who comes into its territory and gives 
discounts to individuals after overloading the 
booksellers. He was averse to the use of strong 
language, but they had got to show the pub- 
lishers the booksellers meant business. They 
had been compelled to go outside of the legiti- 
mate book trade in order to make a living. 
There was not a bookseller in his city to-day. 
His friend Mr. Sutherland’s store approached 
as nearly to his idea of a real book-store as 
any he knew of, but it stood out alone in 4 
State that numbered a million and a quarter of 
inhabitants. Mr. Park’s establishment and his 
own together wouldn’t make a decent book- 
store; but they had a magnificent stock of 
archery equipments, boxing-gloves, and Indian 
clubs. It was a pretty big store too. 
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The chairman stated that at the last convention 
a committee, consisting of Mr. Bowen, Mr. Jan- 
sen,and himself, had been appointed to secure 
what was termed a uniform trade price-list or 
retail price-list of the various publishing houses 
throughout the country, and to secure an ac- 
uiescence on their part, if possible, in a definite 
or a fixed retail price, from which they would 
give discount sufficient to afford the retailer a 
reasonable compensation. Upon consultation 
it was concluded that such a result was im- 
ossible, but it was understood that Jansen, 
McClurg & Co. and Mr. Bowen’s house in 
Indianapolis would issue a catalogue, and al- 
low the discount between the retail price given 
and the wholesale price—I5 per cent, as recom- 
mended by our convention at its last session. 

The chairman further said : “ Before coming 
to Chicago, however, I interviewed a number of 
publishers East, among them Messrs. Harpers. 
[| had a promise from them that they would take 
some action. I have, however, been informed 
since reaching Chicago, that they have issued a 
circular, saying that their wholesale list price 
will become their retail price to the people 
generally, and they will give to the trade a cer- 
tain additional discount, so that in reality, while 
we cannot all be satisfied with the discount they 
give, they, in spirit, have complied with the re- 
quest we made at our convention last year. 
If a book is advertised fora dollar and a quarter, 
it should not be sent to any one, except a 
dealer, at a less rate. The retail dealer or the 
jobber will receive anywhere from I0 to 25 cents 
discount, in accordance with his arrangement 
with the house. So that I have to report that, 
as far as Harpers are concerned, they have, 
in the majority of cases, complied with our re- 
quest, and I have reason to believe, from rep- 
resentations I have from representatives of 
other houses, that they will in time, some of 
them, if not all of them, follow suit, and if we 
afirm here to-day, or during some session of 
this convention, what we proclaimed to the pub- 
lishers at our last session, I think that it is 
possible that during the next three or four 
months we will secure in a great measure what 
we are working for. I trust that whatever we 
may do may be done in such a spirit that the 
publishers will see that it is to their interest to 
conform with our request, and that they will re- 
alize that their best interests are our best in- 
terests, and that by working in harmony the 
greatest benefit will be derived by all con- 
cerned.” 

Mr. Sutherland, for the Committee on Trade 
Sales, reported the following resolution : 
Resolved, That we endorse the action of the Western 


jobbers in protesting to the publishers against the continu- 
ance of their patronage to the trade sales. 


_ Mr. Sutherland stated that it had been ob- 
jected that the first resolution was not in quite 
strong enough language, that it should be more 
positive, more decided ; but he was of the opin- 
ion that it is better to treat the publishers ina 
gentlemanly and respectful way. Touseanold 
expression, “ We can catch a great many more 
flies with molasses than we can with vinegar.” 
“ By keeping on good terms with them they will 
listen to our requests. We can reason with 
them. They are intelligent men and reasonable 
men I have always found them ready to receive 
me and talk with me on this question, and I have 
no doubt that if we continue in the course we 
have commenced, great good will result from it.” 
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On motion of Mr. Sutherland, the words, 
‘*discountenance the trade sales,” were incor- 
porated into the resolution, which was then for- 
mally carried by the unanimous vote of the con- 
vention. 

Mr. White, St. Paul, Minn., wanted something 
done with the resolutions adopted last year. Mr. 
Moseley was not quite sure but the resolution 
in question was alittle too strong. Mr. Yeager 
moved the appointment of a committee of three 
on miscellaneous and juvenile books, to whom 
the resolution should be referred. Messrs. 
Moseley, Boughton, and Yeager were appointed 
such a committee. 

Mr. Moseley explained that since the time of 
the making of the former motion Mr. Suther- 
land had been engaged in drafting a resolution, 
which was read by Mr. Sutherland as follows : 

Resolved, That we reaffirm the resolutions adopted at 
the last annual convention in relation to discounts by pub- 
lishers and jobbers to private purchasers, and we earnestly 
request them to adopt and adhere to our action then taken, 

After some discussion it was moved by Mr. 
White that the resolutions offered be laid over 
until next day, for the reason that there should 
be a full representation from every book-house 
in the city of Chicago. He suggested that a 
committee be appointed, asking them to attend 
the convention. He would like to hear the 
views of some representative of the Western 
News Co. before the adoption of the resolutions, 
He thought that Mr. Jansen, Mr. Walsh, and 
others would be present in the morning. 

This was carried, and Messrs. White, 
Waggoner, and Moseley were appointed a com- 
mittee to visit the Chicago trade and secure their 
attendance. 

Mr. Sutherland referred to the career of the 
American Book Exchange, and said it had been 
detrimental to the best interests of the book 
trade throughout the country. ‘‘ You all know 
how it started. It finally succeeded by fraudu- 
lent representations in inducing a good many 
booksellers to take stock in it, and they lost 
their stock. A good many of them were used to 
advance money on books. It swindled clergy- 
menall overthe country, saying it would send the 
‘Encyclopedia of Useful Knowledge’ to them. 
Up toa certain time it was sent, and then—but 
we know what happened then. Now the Useful! 
Knowledge Company is simply the revivified 
corpse of the American Book Exchange. This 
man Alden, as we know, is the head and manager 
of this company, and he claims that it has the 
enormous capital of $10,000 back of it. I think 
the institution is as good as dead already, but 
perhaps it may be as well to take some action 
condemnatory of such a method of doing busi- 
ness. I have been getting two or three circulars 
a day from this Useful Knowledge Pub. Co. 
proposing to give me the exclusive agency 
of its books in the city of Janesville. 1 hope 
that the booksellers generally throughout the 
country will be disposed to let this institution 
alone. In the first place, they get their books 
up very badly—very poor paper and very poor 
print—and in the second place, they do business 
on an unbusinesslike basis, and ina manner that 
cannot fail to be detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the book trade. I think we should 
have a committee appointed to considerand re- 
port upon this matter.” 

The matter was referred to the Committee on 
Miscellaneous and Juvenile Books,and the con- 
vention adjourned until the next day at 9 A.M. 
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July 13, the convention met pursuant to ad- 


journment, and the chairman read a letter from 
Messrs. Jansen, McClurg & Co., expressing re- 
gret at their inability to be present at the ses- 
sions, and adding : 

‘* In common with you all we have long been 
troubled by the evils of the bad times upon 
which the modern book trade has fallen, and 
when at Put-in-Bay and Niagara an effort was 
made to remedy the evils and to put the trade 
upon a more healthful basis, we enlisted in that 
effort heart and soul. We watched over its 
short life with anxious solicitude and witnessed 
its death with extreme regret. Since then we 
acknowledge we have thought over the difficul- 
ties with which publisher, jobber, and retailer 
have to contend long and anxiously, and we 
have failed to see any practical remedy. We 
could give to your deliberations no advice of 


any value, and scarcely cheerful words, for a | 


contemplation of the troubles that surround 
the trade uniformly plunges us into a profound 
melancholy. We have hoped your united wis- 
dom might find some light which we could not 
see, and hit upon some expedients which we 
could not suggest; and we hold ourselves in 
readiness to fall in with heart and soul in sup- 
port of any wise measures which you might re- 
solve upon.” 

Mr. Moseley, forthe committee appointed to 
wait upon the Chicago trade,reported that they 
had waited on the three large jobbing houses of 
the city yesterday, and requested their presence 
this morning. ‘“ We had promises, not very 
strong, from all of them, that they would be 
here. They expressed some reluctance ; and if 
I might state the impression left upon the com- 
mittee in our interviews, it was that they were not 
particularly interested in the matter. ‘ They 
thought his eyes was sot, and he was going to 
die anyhow,’ and there was no good of any 
remedies being applied. But we insisted it 
was a pretty lively body, and urged their at- 
tendance, and I think they will be here.’’ 

Upon motion, it was voted that a committee 
be appointed to draft a suitable constitution 
and by-laws to be presented for adoption at the 
next annual meeting. The existing committee 
was discharged and Messrs. Waggoner, Moseley, 
and McNie were appointed as the new com- 
mittee. 

The chairman spoke of the necessity for a 
Committee on Permanent Organization and 
also for a greater effort than that made by many 


members of the committee last year to secure | ter to let this corpse alone,and therefore to offer

Northwest. ‘‘ As has been stated before, it is 
useless fora few members of the book trade to 
attempt to regulate the book trade of the North- 








west. There are now only 87 signatures. There | 


should be a greater number than that from 
each State in the Northwest.” 

Messrs. Sutherland, Crume, and Watson 
were appointed a Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization, and duly reported the following ap- 
pointments :

This report was adopted, and Mr. Allen, the 
new President, spoke as follows: 

“T feel, gentlemen, much flattered at being 
selected President of this association. Yet ] 
feel, also, that our labor will be in vain unless 
we can secure the co operation of a large por- 
tion of the booksellers of the Northwest, and 
first of all, the co-operation of the booksellers 
of Chicago. As I said yesterday, I feel that 
they hold the real key to the situation. Whatever 
Messrs. Jansen, McClurg & Co.. Messrs. Max- 
well, and perhaps Mr. Walsh, decide to do, will 
largely influence the action of the trade 
throughout the Northwest, and largely in- 
fluence, too, the action of the booksellers in 
the East; andasI stated before, we, as an as- 
sociation, can accomplish very little unless we 
secure very hearty co-operation in whatever we 
undertake ; and further, let us, if possible, se- 
cure the co-operation of the booksellers in all 
the States; and I think it should be incumbent 
upon our Secretary, if he finds that the 
Secretary appointed for any State fails in his 
duties after he is appointed, that he notify the 
officers of the Executive Committee, and they 
substitute some one in his place who will at- 
tend tothem. Instead of having six or eight 
members of this convention from the State of 
Iowa, and a dozen from Illinois, we ought to 
have a hundred from each State. I know they 
are in sympathy with us, and without their co- 
operation our labor will be fruitless.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

The Committee on Miscellaneous and Juvenile 
Books submitted the following resolution: 


Resolved, That we re-affirm the resolutions adopted at the 
last annual convention in relation to discounts by publishers 
and jobbers to private purchasers. And we earnestly re- 
quest them to adopt and adhere strictly to our action then 
taken. 

Mr. Moseley, for the committee, also reported, 
in regard to the matter of the American Book 
Exchange and its attempted successor, that they 
had given this matter some consideration, and 
had come to the conclusion that it was bet- 


no resolution on the subject, leaving it as it 
stands, and trusting to the good sense of this 
body and the trade generally to discountenance 
any efforts to do a book publishing business on 
any plans,such as those adopted by the Ameri- 


| can Book Exchange. 


Invitation was extended to the representatives 
of the Chicago trade present to address the 
convention on the matter of the relation of 


booksellers and publishers which came before 
| the convention in the reaffirmation of the reso-

lution adopted at the last session, as follows: 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of this committee, It ts for 
the interests of publishers that thtir books be supplied to 
the public through the local bookseller, and that a book- 
store therefore should be maintained in every community. 


Mr. Walsh and Mr. Griggs declined to address 
the convention. Mr. Maxwell thought it 4 
pretty tough subject to handle. He said: 

‘There seems to be an idea on the part of 
some of the trade that the retail prices of books 
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are too high, and the discount is too large—is 
too great. Well, that is a matter, I think, to be 
discussed, of course; but you can’t satisfy every- 
body. You are asking publishers to reduce 
the price and reduce the discount, and give the 
iobbers a percentage for handling these books, 
and a large percentage ; but the fact is, when it 
comes to giving you gentlemen these books at 
twenty per cent off, I don’t think you will be 
satisfied. The book business is a very small | 
business, and it cannot be done at the percent- 
age that the grocery business or many other 
kinds of business can be done at, simply trom 
the fact that the expenses are so large and the 
receipts are so small. I would be very glad, 
gentlemen, to co-operate with you to the best 
of my ability, and help you all I can, but I can- 
not do much, simply from the lack of knowing 
just what to doorsay. It isa subject which I 
don't know just how to get hold of.” 

Mr. Moseley.—Mr. Maxwell, allow me to ask 
one question. I will ask you if the booksellers 
generally should adopt and adhere to the reso- 
lutions as we adopt them, whether that would 
have an effect in remedying the difficulty, or 
discontinuing the giving of discounts to any- 
body but the legitimate booksellers. 

Mr. Maxwell.—I don’t know, in regard to that 
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am very certain there has been no concerted 
action in this matter, but they all say they will 
help the trade as far as possible. 

Mr. Moseley.--What would you think of an 
effort on the part of the publishers? Do you 
think they care enough about the matter ? 

Mr. Griggs.—I could not tell you, I am sure ; 
that is a home question (laughter). 

Mr. White.—There seems to be a strange in- 
consistency in some of these remarks. I think 
that if we cannot make money by selling books 
we should get out of the business, and let the 
publishers sell their own books (applause). 
We are trying to get resolutions here to make 
money for us. We have got to stand shoulder 
to shoulder and get every man in that it is pos- 
sible to bringin. The very fact that Mr. Jansen 
is not here to-day shows that the Chicago men 
do not intend to do anything. If, however, he 
comes in with us, and this convention speak 
for nine States, and we can get other prominent 
members to come to the front, we shall then be 
in a better condition to dictate terms to the 
publishers than we are now. The whole thing 
is, all of us must doit. But Mr. Jansen is not 
here, and if he does not come in, the balance of 
the jobbers will not come in. 

Mr. McNie.—I don’t believe the publishers

do anything. 

Mr. Moseley.—If they did that, 
trouble be remedied ? 

Mr. Maxwell.—This book business is a matter | 
that is entirely in the hands of the publishers. 
The publishers can regulate this matter to suit 
themselves. You gentlemen that retail books 
complain about the business, but I don’t think 
you have any more complaints to offer than the 
men that sell the books at wholesale. If there 
is anybody that handles a class of goods for 
nothing, it is the man that handles them at 
wholesale. You could not do a business ex- 
clusively and do a business on the basis on 
which many books are sold, and pay one hun- 
dred cents on the dollar, unless you had some 
outside help. I am willing to do all I can. 
The publishers are a body by themselves, and 
they are holding conventions all the time. 
They have a convention every now and then, 
and when they get together they mean business 
of course, but I don’t see thata particle of good 
has been done. The gentlemen come together 
and pass resolutions, and post them to the 
publishers, and they read them and laugh at 
them, and that is all there is done about it. I 
don’t think there is a great amount of good to 
be done in that way. I think that stronger 
measures ought to be adopted. If I were to go 
to Madison and sell goods as cheap as Mr. 
en I know what Mr. Moseley would say 

about that. 

Mr. Moseley.—I think that question is get- 
ting at the bottom of this difficulty. I think 
Mr. Maxwell has struck it exactly, that we have 
no more to do here with regulating this trade, 
as lar as we ourselves can, than we have in 
regulating the changes in the moon, and it 
rests entirely with the publishers, and unless 
they do something we are helpless. I purpose 
asking Mr, Griggs here whether they have en- 
deavored to protect the trade. I have never 
heard of their selling publications at wholesale, 
in the place where I live. I ask them whether 
they care that this trade shall be put on a per- 
manent basis or not. 


Mr. Griggs.--I have no knowledge of it. 
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dealers. Whenever a publisher can see it to 
his interest to protect the dealer he will do so, 
not otherwise. I have had that illustrated in 
my business of a retailer. Now I am for strong 
measures. I believe that unless we have some 
kind of a club that wecan use, we shall have no 
reform. What I would like to see done would 
be to have the retail booksellers of the Northwest 
combine, and pledge themselves that they will 
not buy a dollar’s worth of books of any jobbing 
house that would sell at a discount outside of 
the trade. That is aresolution that I believe in. 
I could give you many illustrations of the in- 
justice of these large jobbers—I don’t talk about 
the publishers, because that is generally con- 
ceded. 

Mr. Maxwell.—I believe, at the first conven- 
tion of booksellers, although I was not present, 
this matter of discounts was fully discussed. 
More in particular, at that time, in regard to 
school-books, it was made the subject of dis- 
cussion. School-books in those days were sold 
just about as miscellaneous books are now. 
Very soon after that convention there was a pub- 
lishing-house that instead of billing at the retail 
price, changed and made a wholesale price; 
and one publisher after another followed along, 
until they have all now got that price. Is the 
school-bogk business any better to day than it 
was then? How many places are there all over 
the country where school-books are retailed to- 
day at the wholesale price? At not enough 
percentage to go toward paying a man to print 
them, the discounts made a great change, and 
we are not as well off to-day, gentlemen, as we 
werethen. There is no question about it. Now, 
| put say the discounts are made so large by the 
| publisher that everybody feels they must make 
discount on a retail book. Now, it has been 
spoken of, that Harper & Brothers had done as 
the convention wanted the publishers to do, 
that is, they had changed their: price. Now, 
gentlemen, I wish to ask for information. Are 
you satisfied with the prices that Harper & Bros. 
are making on their books to-day? Are you 
satisfied with the prices you see advertised in 
Harpers Weekly and Harper's Monthly, periodi- 
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cals that go broadcast all over the United States, 
where everybody can see what the price of a 
book is? Are you satisfied with those prices ? 
You can’t say, Well, we can buy those books of 
Harper & Bros.. and get their discount. Can 
you all buy of Harper & Brus.? I don’t believe 
you can, for the reason that you have got to 
have a jobber. The bookseller has got to have 


a jobber to do business with. You cannot dis- | 


pense with him ; it is out of the question. 

Mr. Watson.—If you take the discount off, 
and put a little more price on, we would be 
satisfied with that. I have got people out in 


my town who come in here and buy books at | 


thirty per cent off. I don’t ask them how it is 
done, but I know they can doit. Iwill give 
Mr. Walsh, however, credit for being one of the 
squarest houses in the city of Chicago on that 
point to-day. I knowthat to bea fact. Ihave 
bought a great deal from him, and I know he is 
one of the squarest men in that regard. He is 
going out of the book business, because he says 
there is no money in it. I guess he is right. 
I begin to believe so myself, and a good many 
of us will follow suit. 

Mr. Crume.—I have been in the book busi- 
ness, I believe, now about ten years. Still, I 
have at times had a good many occasions to 
kick, and I did kick. But I found it didn’t do 
any good. The publishers and the jobbers 
went right along. Our people don’t deal very 
much in Chicago, but they have done so lately. I 
wasn’t sharp enough to find out what they were 
doing when they went to buy books in Chicago. 
I didn’t understand what they were doing. 
They didn’t ask me the price of the books. If 
they had given me the list of books, I could 
have made a good deal of money, and I could 
have furnished them at the same price. I believe 
that I am like Mr. Watson, however; I don’t 
take the falling off of the book trade so very 
much to heart, although, of course, I should 
like to see it prosperous ; if I can’t make a liv- 
ing out of selling books, I can out of wall-paper. 

Mr. Nicholson.—There is another side to that 
question, however, and almost every man who 
enters into the book business, has something 
else in view—I know that is the case with nearly 
all booksellers—something else in view besides 
merely dollars and cents. As the gentleman 
remarked yesterday here, he felt as though his 
book-store had been an educator in his town, and 
every man loves to do something in the com- 
munity in which he lives to make that com- 
munity better. Every man wants to do this. 
And he loves to avail himself of every opportu- 
nity. I suppose that if we could all agree that 
we would not buy books of jobbers if they sold 
to our customers at a discount, the jobbers would 
club together, and they would make the same 
arrangements with the publishers, and they 
would bring the publishers to terms, and it 
seems to me that that would bring the jobbers 
to terms, and there would be a co-operation 
along the whole line. Some years ago, those of 
you that were connected with the American 
Book Trade Association remember that we 
were making progress. It was a very small 
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| jobbers in this company who are in sympathy 


with us, and they are ready to help us in any way 
they can, and, as somebody said yesterday. i 
we could get up a few pointed resolutions jy 
would be a good thing, though for my part | 
hardly see how we can improve those we have. 
I would, if I had to do anything, modify them 
some, but I don’t care to interfere with it. | 
think a good thing would be, however, to raise 
funds and send a missionary over all this North. 
west to every bookseller from town to town, and 
wait upon each with it, and induce him to sign 
that paper, letting that paper contain a strong 
indorsement of our action here, and some. 
thing that shall convince the publishers of this 
country that each man in the business has been 
aroused to a knowledge of the condition in 
which it is, and to a desire to remedy the evils 
which now encompass it. It seems to me some 
steps must be taken by which we shall get the 
Signatures of a very large number of the book- 


| sellers throughout this Northwest, and so bring

ress. Publisher after publisher came to terms. 
Some of the large publishers, like Lippincott 
&Co., stayed out. They would not come in. 
A number of the larger publishers would not 
come in, and you see the disadvantages under 
which they labored, when a few of the largest 
publishers had come in. Now, here we have two 


pressure to bear upon the publishers, 

Mr. Maxwell.—Mr. Nicholson’s remarks 
look to me as if he was getting down to busi- 
ness, and I think they will be effective, if they 
are carried out. Whatever you do must be 
that which will render the greatest amount of 
good to the greatest number. The wishes of 
the majority should rule in every civilized com- 
munity. Now, you take the retail business 
here in Chicago. Suppose the discounts are left 
by the publishers as large as they are now, 
what is going to become of the representative 
retail bookseller in Chicago? People have 
been in the habit for years of getting their dis- 
count off of twenty percent. I come here to 
Chicago asa new man; what amI todo? I 
tell you, practically, we give on every book re- 
tailed in our store twenty per cent off to every- 
body. Why dowedoit? We came here and 
found that state of things here when we came. 
What were we todo? We werea new house, 
and could we start in here and get full prices 
forour books when others were giving twenty 
per cent off? On the other hand, supposing 
the publishers leave the discounts as they are, 
what are the legitimate booksellers going to do 
to hold up their prices, when, in almost every 
Sunday and Saturday paper,you can find books 
advertised at from twenty to forty per cent dis- 
count ? We cannot do that, and throw our 
business in the hands of these junk-shops ; and 
still,with the line of books and the class of books 
they carry, they can afford to sell them at less 
than we can. I tell you one thing, gentlemen ; 
it is abig problem to meet the matter satisfac- 
torily, and get anything that will suit the views 
ofthe publishers and meet the views of the 
booksellers as well. 

Mr. Kimball, of Lippincott & Co., Philadel- 
phia.—I have been a constant attendant at 
every trade sale for twenty years. For many 
years (speaking now as a publisher) we have not 
found it to our interest to contribute to the 
sales ; I don’t say upon any high moral grounds, 
but simply on the principle of business, that it 
did not pay. In other words, the trade seemed 
t6 claim the discount that it would cost us to 
carry on the same, and we would much prefer 
to give it them rather than the auctioneer ID 
the city of New York. 

In regard to the general question that you 
state, I will simply say, upon my own personal 
authority, that the publisher adapts his prices to 
meet the market. When that market calls fora 
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large discount, prices must be so arranged as to 
meet that discount, and there is not to-day in 
the United States a publishing-house that does 
not take into consideration this one great fact, 
that books are retailed at twenty per cent dis- 
count. There is scarcely a purchaser but what 
views it from the same standpoint, and he 
makes his purchase accordingly. If books 
would command the retail price, the discount 
in the trade must necessarily be less to the pub- 
lic because of the lower retail price. Well, 
you ask why that fixes itso. Simply because 
our country is so large, and the facilities for 
transportation by mail and express are so great, 
that a book, no matter what its character, will 
not command over the retail price. Some of you 
may remember twenty years back, that it was 
the custom in small places to geta little ad- 
vance on the retail price. That day has gone 
by. 

‘As regards combinations, I don’t think it is 
possible to combine. I believe there are to-day 
in the United States ten thousand dealers in 
books. I never saw yet in any town or city a 
combination such as would hold up the price of 
books, but what it brought into immediate com- 
petition a larger number of men who got into 
the trade. That is the result of my observation 
tor some years. Philadelphia some years ago 
had but a few men in the trade. Such acom- 
bination was established there. As soon as 
that was done there sprung up in every corner 
of the city, almost in all by-streets, what we call 
second-hand book-stores. They commenced to 
deal largely in books. This will apply, I think, 
to all places where there are a number of the 
trade, or where there are a few, because then 
the place is open for some one to come into 
competition. 

These things, it seems to me, are best settled 
by the general laws of thetrade. Ihave not 
given the matter very much thought. If I had, 
I would have considered the matter a little 
more carefully, and thrown out my sentiments 
in a little more leisurely way. I am inclined to 
believe that the subject is of that importance 
which calls rather for the deep deliberation of 
the closet and the library than for a few extem- 
poraneous utterances delivered in the presence 
of an assembly specially gathered to debate 
upon the question at issue ; and while it may 
seem almost an impertinence in me, who has 
given so little deliberation and brought so little 
thought to bear upon this matter, still I may 
be excused—and, gentlemen, I have no doubt 
you will excuse me—when I say that what I have 
said here has been said from a sense of duty. 

I believe, as the gentleman from Richmond 
has said, this is one of the grandest businesses 
there is in the country, simply from the fact that 
it is an educational work. I think that our 
business has been largely cut into and destroyed 
through another cause, the publication of the 
cheap libraries and everything of that kind, 
just at this time, and it does not present there- 
fore, from a pecuniary point of view, the at- 
tractions which it did before. We hope, how- 
ever, that the day will arise when the tastes of 
the people will be cultivated to the extent of 
wishing to read a better class of books. I be- 
lieve the day will soon come when the great 
Mass of the people will desire and purchase 
more good books, and in better shape, and that 
they will give better prices for them. 
Now, a publishing house like ours has to con- 
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fine itself to such standard works as Worcester’s 
Dictionary and Chambers’ Encyclopedia and 
things of that kind. We make those the 
foundation-stones of our work, and I find that 
every good book hasa good sale. But in the 
common class of books there has been a great 
falling off. 

I don’t think I can throw much light on this 
matter for you. I consider that problem is a 
hard one to solve. Sixty men are hard to get 
together. One hundred men are harder still to 
get together, and ten thousand are still harder. 
It is a great problem, but at the same time, I 
think such a gathering as this has a good effect 
through the country, and as far as I understand 
the feelings of our house, they are ever ready to 
co-operate with the trade, and are always in- 
terested in any movements that may be inaugu- 
rated for the best interests of the book trade. 

Mr. Welsh, of Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co., 
New York.—After the eloquent remarks of my 
friend from Philadelphia, 1 can only reiterate 
what he has said, that I, as the representative 
of a publishing-house, have a great deal of 
sympathy with this movement, but, I am sorry 
to say, beyond that I have no suggestion to 
make. I believe the retailers will eventually 
accomplish their object. A gentleman has 
asked to-day, ‘‘ Dothe publishers care for us ?” 
I will answer that question: ‘They do.” We 
must care for the retail trade. We are entirely 
dependent on them. As far as my house is 
concerned, we retail nothing, and we send out 
none of our own books ata price less than the 
retail price. Of course we follow the prac- 
tice, which you know has been in vogue for 
years, of delivering the book free of cost—that 
is, we pay the postage. That, I believe, has 
been done for many years, in fact, ever since I 
can remember, and I have been in the trade 
since I was thirteen years old. That, possibly, 
should be done away with. I should like to 
see that done away with, but I put it to you, 
you sell a man an article, and you deliver it, 
and I suppose the publishers look upon it in 
that way. Our sympathies are with this move- 
ment, and I am sorry that more has not been 
accomplished. But I hope the bright day will 
come. I have no doubt it will. 

The resolution was then unanimously 
adopted. Mr. Sutherland suggested that at the 
next meeting papers on special subjects be 
read by members specially assigned for such 
object, he said: ‘‘ lf we had some gentleman to 
prepare a paper to be read to the convention, 
for instance on the true manner of conducting 
a retail book-store, and another on the relation of 
the publisher to the jobber, perhaps another 
one in regard to the relation of the jobber and 
the retailer, then those gentlemen who have 
such duties assigned to them will be able to 
give to these subjects their best thoughts. They 
can confer with the publishers and jobbers, and 
see whether it is possible to meet upon some 
common ground that will be mutually ad- 
vantageous to the publishers, jobbers, and re- 
tailers. And it seems to me that it might be well 
for this convention to designate certain gentle- 
men to read such papers on such subjects that 
may be presented at our next annual meeting. 

It was decided to authorize the President and 
the Executive Committee to designate the 
members who should prepare and read such 
papers.
